Hood Fears Far From Over 


Rivers crest across 
the Midwest, but more 
rain is in the forecast 

Clarksville, Mo. 

Those fighting floods in several com- 
munities along the Mississippi River 
were mostly successful Sunday despite 
the onslaught of water, but an omi- 
nous forecast and the growing accu- 
mulation of snow in the upper Mid- 
west tempered any feelings of victory. 

The surging Mississippi was at or 
near crest at several places from the 
Quad Cities south to near St. Louis 
— some reaching 10-12 feet above 
flood stage. Problems were plenti- 
ful: Hundreds of thousands of acres 
of swamped farmland as planting 


season approaches; three people dead; 
roads and bridges closed, including 
sections of such major highways as 
U.S. 61 in Iowa and Missouri and cross- 
ings at Quincy, 111., and Louisiana, Mo. 

The U.S. Coast Guard said 
114 barges broke loose near St. Louis 
on Saturday night, and four hit the 
Jefferson Barracks Bridge in St. Louis 
County. Most of the runaway barges 
were corralled, but at least 10 sank 
and two others were unaccounted for. 
Coast Guard Lt. Colin Fogarty said. 

Two of the confirmed flood-related 
deaths occurred near the same spot in 
Indiana; another was in Missouri. In 
all three cases, vehicles were swept off 
the road in flash floods. High water 
could be responsible for two more, 
both in Illinois, where a decomposed 
body was found Thursday in an Oak 


Brook creek and a body was found 
Saturday in the Mississippi River at 
Cora. Investigations continue. 

And the danger is far from over, as 
spots south of St. Louis aren’t expect- 
ed to crest until late this week. Sig- 
nificant flooding is possible in such 
places as Ste. Genevieve, Mo.; Cape 
Girardeau, Mo.; and Cairo, 111. 

Adding to concern is a forecast 
that calls for heavy rain tonight and 
Tuesday throughout much of the Mid- 
west. National Weather Service mete- 
orologist Julie Phillipson said an inch 
of rain is likely in many places, even 
more in others. Rain is projected from 
Wisconsin through Missouri. 

“That’s not what we want to see 
when we have this kind of flood- 
ing, that’s for sure,” Phillipson said.

Hunger Strike at 
Gitmo Increases 

Miami 

The U.S. military says a little more 
than half of the prisoners at Guan- 
tanamo Bay are on hunger strike. 

A military spokesman says 
84 prisoners have been classified as 
hunger strikers at the U.S. military 
base in Cuba. The prison’s popula- 
tion is 166. 

Army Lt. Col. Samuel House says 
16 of the 84 prisoners are being force- 
fed, and five have been hospitalized. 
He says none of the hospitalized men 
have life-threatening conditions. 
Prisoners have been on a hunger 
strike since early February to protest 
conditions and their indefinite 
confinement, (ap)

Tax-Free Online Shopping Could End Soon 


Washington 

The days of tax-free online shop- 
ping could finally be numbered. 

The Senate is planning to vote 
as soon as today on the Market- 
place Fairness Act, which would 
give states the authority to collect 
sales taxes on all Internet purchas- 
es, handing local governments as 
much as $11 billion per year in 
added revenue that they are legally 
owed — but that hasn’t been paid 
to them for years. 


Since before the dawn of Internet 
shopping, the basic rule was that as 
long as a retailer didn’t have a phys- 
ical presence in the state where the 
consumer was shopping, the com- 
pany wouldn’t have to collect a sales 
tax. Technically, shoppers are sup- 
posed to track these purchases and 
then pay the taxes owed in their 
annual tax filings. 

The result: Online retailers have 
been able to undercut the prices of 
their non-Internet competitors for 
years. Shoppers learned they could 


The Amazon Factor 

In 2008, New York passed an 

“Amazon tax" that forced the gi- 
ant online retailer to collect sales 
taxes from shoppers who live in 
the state, even though Amazon 
didn’t have a brick-and-mortar 
presence there. Others followed 
suit. Currently nine states require 
Amazon to collect sales tax, in- 
cluding California, Pennsylvania 
and Texas. (AP) 


browse products in the aisles of a 
Best Buy, only to click “purchase” 
on their smartphones for a tax- 
free deal from an Internet retailer. 

The bill introduced by Sen. 
Mike Enzi, R-Wyo., would grant 
all states the power to collect taxes 
from out-of-state vendors selling 
goods to their residents. The mea- 
sure appears likely to win a filibus- 
ter-proof majority in the Senate 
since members approved the idea 
in March in a 75-24 symbolic vote.

Still No Answers 
After Texas Blast 


Experts work to 
find out why plant 
exploded, killing 14 

West, Texas 

On the first Sunday after a fertil- 
izer plant explosion leveled part 
of a tiny Texas town, pastor John 
Crowder stood atop a long flatbed 
overlooking a hayfield and spoke 
to his congregation. 

Crowder’s First Baptist Church 
in West remains blocked off as 
investigators work on the scene 
of Wednesday’s blast that killed 
at least 14 people and injured 200. 

“We have lost our friends and 
neighbors,” Crowder told about 
100 people sitting in the audience. 
“But ... we don’t have to be afraid.” 

The explosion reportedly killed 
10 first responders, many of them 
volunteer firefighters who came 
after initial reports of a fire at the 
plant. A memorial service for first 
responders is set for Thursday. 

Authorities have not yet identi- 


fied what caused the blast, which 
was so powerful it registered as a 
small earthquake. Assistant state 
fire marshal Kelly Kistner said the 
blast left “a large crater.” 

The explosion destroyed about 
50 homes and severely damaged a 
nursing home and other buildings 
nearby. More than 60 people are 
working in the blast zone for the 
federal Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, 
Firearms and Explosives and the 
state fire marshal’s office. 

Kistner said officials have found 
the center of the explosion, “which 
is important, because as we conduct 
our investigation, we’ll be working 
from an outer perimeter inward. ... 
So knowing the seat of that explo- 
sion is important.” 

Robert Champion, the special 
agent in charge for ATE’s Dal- 
las office, said experts plan to get 
into the crater in the next couple 
of days “to see what transpired to 
cause this devastation,” Champi- 
on said. “It’s a slow process, but 
we’re getting there.” paulj.weber

Rebel Fighters Urge 
Hezbollah to Exit Syria 

The Syrian opposition called on Hezbol- 
lah to withdraw its fighters from the 
country, as activists said regime troops 
supported by gunmen linked to the 
Lebanese Shiite militant group battled 
rebels Sunday for control of a string of 
villages near the Lebanon-Syria border.

Hospital: Girl, 5, is 
improving in wake 
of brutal sex assault 

New Delhi 

The condition of a 5-year-old girl 
who was allegedly kidnapped, 
raped and tortured by a man and 
then left alone in a locked room 
in India’s capital for two days has 
improved, a doctor said Sunday, as 
protests continued over the author- 
ities’ handling of the case. 

D.K. Sharma, medical superin- 
tendent of the state-run hospital 
in New Delhi where the girl was 
being treated, said Sunday that she 
was responding well to treatment. 

Police say the girl went missing 
April 15 and was found two days 
later by neighbors who heard her 
crying in a locked room in the same 
New Delhi building where she lives 
with her family. The girl was alone, 
having been left for dead after the 
brutal attack, police say. 

A 24-year-old man was arrest- 
ed Saturday in the state of Bihar 
in connection with the incident. 
He was being questioned Sunday.

The incident comes four months 
after the fatal gang rape of a 
woman on a New Delhi bus sparked 
outrage across India about the 
treatment of women in the country. 

For the second consecutive day, 
hundreds of people protested Sun- 
day outside police headquarters in 
the capital, angry over allegations 
that police had ignored complaints 
by the girl’s parents that she was 
missing. 


Alarming Trend 

Sexual crimes against women are 
reported in Indian newspapers dai- 
ly. Here are some recent attacks 
that have outraged India, (ap/twp) 

w December: A young woman on a 
moving bus is brutally gang-raped in 
New Delhi on Dec. 16. She later dies 
from her injuries, setting off public 
outcry across the nation. 

» March: A 39-year-old Swiss 
tourist who was cycling with her 
husband in central India is raped. Six 
men are charged with the crime. 

» March: A British tourist fractures 
her leg when she jumps from the 
balcony of her second-floor hotel 
room in Agra to escape being 
attacked by the hotel owner, police 
said. The owner is arrested. 


Prime Minister Manmohan 
Singh called for changes in atti- 
tudes toward women in India. 

“The gruesome assault on the 
little girl a few days back reminds 
us once again of the need to work 
collectively to root out this sort of 
depravity from our society,” Singh 
said Sunday, nirmala george (ap)

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Somalis Increasingly 
Embrace Elopement 


Secret weddings 
are back after strict 
Islamic rule fades 

Walaweyn, Somalia 

Abdi Ali says goodbye to his veiled 
girlfriend, Anisa, and they take 
separate streets. Soon they’re on a 
minibus leaving Mogadishu, pre- 
tending they don’t know each other. 

More than two hours later, they 
arrive at a shanty in Walaweyn. A 
man and woman walk out; they 
have just been married. Ali, 25, 
and his girlfriend, 23, will be next. 

Since the Islamic extremists of 
al-Shabab have been pushed out of 
most of Somalia’s cities and towns, 
life has begun to return to normal. 
Al-Shabab had declared eloping 
illegal, even punishable by death. 
The harsh rule has been replaced by 
a more tolerant form of Islam, and 
elopement once again is popular. 

“Already this year we married 
hundreds of people, unlike last 
year when you could barely receive 
10 or fewer a month,” said Sheikh 
Mohamed Salad, who marries elop- 
ing couples in Walaweyn. 


Backstory 

Reasons young Somalis elope 
vary. It is favored by poor young men 
who cannot afford the hefty dowries 
given to brides’ families. Others are 
rebelling against an arranged mar- 
riage so love can prevail. Elopement 
is generally frowned upon in the 
Wahabi school of Islam that is grow- 
ing in influence.

Busing the Suburbs 


Population increases 
create wider use of 
county bus systems 

Washington 

With the Washington region’s pop- 
ulation boom, more people have 
had to figure out how to commute 
in an area where the roads are infa- 
mously congested and the Metro - 
rail system has a limited reach. 

For an increasing number of 
commuters, the answer has been 
the buses crisscrossing the region’s 
suburbs, where city- and county- 
run bus systems have seen a steady 
rise in ridership in recent years. 

But relying on buses means 
depending on lines that in some 
cases have to traverse big areas 
and are at the mercy of the region’s 
traffic. 

“The morning seems really reli- 
able, which makes sense for a bus 
system,” said Meaghan O’Malley, 
33, of Fairfax, who started taking 
the Fairfax Connector last year. 
“They start out great, but things 
slow down throughout the day with 
breakdowns and traffic.” 

Even as ridership has risen, road 
capacity hasn’t. But with buses seen 
as a way to reduce congestion by 
taking drivers off the road, some 
jurisdictions are constructing or 
considering new lanes meant to 
enhance bus service. 

A 5-mile stretch of bus-only 
lanes in Arlington County and

Alexandria is scheduled to open 
next year. In Montgomery Coun- 
ty, a task force has recommended 
a 160-mile system of express bus 
lanes, though a recent study said 
this plan is not practical. 

The bus lines operated by each 
of the region’s suburban jurisdic- 
tions are often overshadowed by 
Metro’s vast system of rail and bus 
lines, but they are workhorses and 
a vital link for many commuters. 

The lines in Montgomery, Prince 
George’s, Fairfax, Arlington, Prince 
William and Loudoun counties and 
the city of Alexandria logged more 
than 52 million trips last year, up 
from more than 49 million in 2010. 

Only Montgomery County’s 
Ride On service, the suburban 
system with the highest rider- 
ship, logged fewer passengers in 
2012 than in 2010. Meanwhile, 
Metrorail’s ridership dropped to 
212.1 million from 217.3 million 
during the same period. 

Traveling by bus is often cheap- 
er than traveling by train or car, 
and that is often the appeal for 
many commuters. But for all the 
value in commuting, riders from 
across the region say that outside 
of the weekday rush-hour windows, 
lags in service can be a problem. 

Zahra Javaheri, who takes a 
Ride On bus a few days a week, 
said she has waited for 45 minutes 
for a bus before giving up. 

“They are not on time,” Javaheri 
said. “But the buses are convenient.”

Crowded field leads 
Silverman to try for 
a back-door deal 

Washington 

D.C. Council candidate Elissa Sil- 
verman tried to broker a deal to 
get Matthew Frumin to drop out 
of Tuesday’s election for an at-large 
seat, a last-ditch effort to reduce the 
number of Democratic candidates 
counting on support from the city’s 
majority-white neighborhoods. 

A representative of Silverman’s 
campaign met with Frumin earlier 


this month and urged him to quit 
the race, both candidates confirmed 
over the weekend. If he obliged, 
Silverman pledged she would help 
Frumin, a Ward 3 Advisory Neigh- 
borhood Commissioner, unseat 
council member Mary Cheh next 
year, according to sources famil- 
iar with the discussion. 

Frumin confirmed that account 
Sunday, but he said he would have 
preferred that it not have been 
made public. “I am not trying to 
end with a story like this,” he said. 

Silverman, a former report- 
er on leave from the Fiscal Policy 
Institute, denied that she tried to 


link Frumin’s candidacy this year 
to Cheh’s political future. She said 
she was merely trying to coalesce 
“reform and progressive” Demo- 
crats behind her candidacy to keep 
incumbent Anita Bonds or Repub- 
lican Patrick Mara from winning. 

Mara, making his third council 
bid in five years, is banking on a 
strong turnout from Republicans. 
Bonds, the only African-American 
Democrat in the race, is expected 
to do well in neighborhoods in the 
eastern part of the city. 

Frumin, Silverman and Dem- 
ocratic candidate Paul Zukerberg 
are hoping for strong support from 


Democrats on Capitol Hill and in 
the western part of the city. Perry 
Redd, a member of the Statehood 
Green Party, is also running. 

Zukerberg said Saturday that 
he also has been approached 
about dropping out of the race but 
declined to specify who asked him. 

The dust-up comes on the 
final weekend of the campaign, 
as all six candidates raced across 
the city looking for support while 
finalizing get-out-the-vote strate- 
gies. With turnout expected to be 
low, candidates say it might take 
as few as 15,000 votes to win.

On Tuesday, voters in the nation’s 
capital are all but certain to approve 
a charter amendment that would 
grant the city more control over its 
municipal budget. 

In theory, the amendment 
would take effect unless Congress 
passes a disapproval resolution and 
President Barack Obama signs it, 
which is unlikely given the enthu- 
siastic support from Obama and 
Senate Democrats for greater inde- 
pendence for the district. 


But it’s not clear what will hap- 
pen if the referendum passes. 

“I can definitively answer: 
Nobody knows,” said Delegate 
Eleanor Holmes Norton, a Dem- 
ocrat who represents the district 
in Congress. 

Some city leaders fear the 
amendment will backfire, or at the 
very least, it won’t get the district 
any closer to its long-stated goal of 
spending local tax dollars without 
congressional approval. It could also 
be challenged in court, or opponents 
in Congress could try to defeat it. 


The uncertainty shows that 
even after nearly 40 years of home 
rule, the path to greater freedom 
for the city to manage its affairs 
is not easy. 

District leaders point to the 
city’s longstanding fiscal health 
in arguing that the local govern- 
ment shouldn’t have to wait for the 
OK from Congress to spend money. 
The District has had more than 15 
consecutive years of balanced bud- 
gets and ended the past fiscal year 
with a $417 million surplus, most 
of which went to its rainy-day fund. 


In this climate, the Democrat- 
ic mayor has been able to beat the 
drum for budget autonomy. 

After the election, Norton said 
her mission will be to protect the 
referendum from interference by 
Congress. 

“There are a number of ways 
people who oppose the District’s 
right to spend its own money could 
attack a referendum,” Norton said.

As he begins the search for a new 
schools superintendent. Prince 
George’s County Executive Rush- 
ern L. Baker III said he would 
consider candidates from outside 
education to lead the struggling 
$1.7 billion system. 

In an interview, Rushern said 
he was interested in school leaders 
from across the country who have 
experienced some of the challeng- 
es facing Prince George’s, but that 
he has also studied the nontradi- 
tional choices by mayors such as 
New York’s Michael Bloomberg, 
who tapped lawyer Joel Klein to 
serve as schools chancellor in 2002. 

Baker was granted the author- 
ity to appoint a new schools chief 
by the Maryland General Assem- 
bly earlier this month. While state 
lawmakers did not give Baker much 
of what he had initially proposed 
— a full takeover of the school sys- 
tem, including control of the budget 
and superintendent — the ability to 


hire the schools chief is a respon- 
sibility that no other county exec- 
utive in Maryland has. 

But he will have to navigate 
several obstacles that could make 
his task more difficult, including 
the unusual arrangement he has 
been handed: Although he’ll hire 
the superintendent, that person 
will report to the school board, not 
him. Furthermore, the takeover bid 
has inflamed tensions between the 
county executive and the school 
board. Then there is the question 
of whether all the recent turmoil 
will turn off potential candidates. 

Since launching his takeover 
bid. Baker has been accused of 
usurping the school board’s author- 
ity in a surprise power grab. But 
he has said that nothing short 
of drastic change could help the 
school system, which has remained 
stuck near the bottom in student 
achievement in the region, with 
only modest gains in recent years.

Injured suspect is 
unable to talk as 
officials search for 
answers in Boston 

Washington 

The surviving suspect in the Boston 
Marathon bombing remained in serious 
condition Sunday and unable to talk to 
authorities as federal prosecutors pre- 
pared to bring charges against him. 

“We don’t know if we’ll ever be able 
to question the individual,” Boston 
Mayor Tom Menino said. 

Boston’s police commissioner said 
that federal prosecutors were still 
reviewing information about possible 
charges against Dzhokhar Tsarnaev, 
19, known to friends as “Jahar.” 

Tsarnaev, who has a breathing tube 
in his throat, is at Beth Israel Deacon- 
ess Medical Center, the same hospi- 
tal where his older brother, Tamerlan, 
26, was pronounced dead Friday after 
a shootout with police in the Boston 
suburb of Watertown. 

Tsarnaev was discovered by a Water- 
town resident in his backyard boat just 
minutes after police announced the lift- 
ing of the lockdown Friday. 

The brothers also are believed by 
authorities to be behind the shooting 
death of a Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology police officer, 26-year-old 
Sean Collier, late Thursday night. 

There are still many questions 
regarding the brothers’ possible links 
to international extremist groups and 
plans to launch other attacks in the 
wake of last week’s marathon bombing, 
but the image that is emerging in inter- 
views with those who knew the broth- 
ers is that Tamerlan had become rad- 
icalized and troubled in recent years. 

Boston Police Commissioner Ed 
Davis said that the brothers’ large 
arsenal of weapons and unexploded 
bombs suggested that they were intent 
on launching other attacks in the area. 
“I personally believe they were,” Davis 
said on CBS’ “Face the Nation.” 

Davis said the stockpile was “as

dangerous as it gets in urban policing.” 

But Menino discounted that possi- 
bility in an interview on ABC’s “This 
Week,” saying, “I’m not convinced that 
they were planning more attacks.” 

If and when he recovers, Tsarnaev 
is expected to be questioned by interro- 
gators from the CIA, FBI and the mil- 
itary. The marathon bombing, which 
killed three people and wounded more 
than 170 last Monday, so far has not 
been linked to any larger terrorist cell. 

Authorities have not read the sur- 
viving Tsarnaev brother his Miranda 
rights, which include the right to remain 
silent and the right to an attorney. Fed- 
eral law enforcement officials said they 
plan to use a public safety exception. 

A delay in Miranda warnings is jus- 
tified when suspected terrorists are cap- 
tured in the U.S., according to a 2010 
Justice Department memo. The Miran- 
da warning would come into play only 
if prosecutors were to use any incrimi- 
nating statements Tsarnaev might make

You can get boxes full of every 
product you can imagine, includ- 
ing healthy snacks, dog treats and 
kids’ toys. But are these boxes real- 
ly worth the money? Here are some 
things to consider if you’re deciding 
to get yourself one of these month- 
ly subscription boxes. 

First of all, be skeptical, says 
Sheryl Garrett, founder of the Gar- 
rett Planning Network of financial 
planners. “From a marketer’s stand- 
point, it’s a great way for them to 
separate us from our money,” she 
said. “While we think it’s a treat.” 

While it may be a good way to 
explore products you may not have 
heard of before, she said, you’re 
probably going to spend more than 
you would have otherwise. 

“If you pay $20 to get five snacks 
in a box,” she said, “they may be 
tasty and edible, but would you 
have gone to a specialty food shop 
and bought these four or five bags?

Jets get Tampa Bay’s 
first-round pick for 
the star cornerback

The New York Jets have traded 
star cornerback Darrelle Revis to 
the Tampa Bay Buccaneers for this 
year’s No. 13 overall draft pick and 
another selection next year. 

The Buccaneers announced the 
deal on the team’s Twitter page 
Sunday, saying Revis agreed to a 
new six-year deal. The Jets will also 
receive a conditional draft pick, 
either a third- or fourth-rounder 
next year. 

Revis arrived in Tampa on Sun- 
day to take a physical with the Buc- 


caneers, who wanted to check out 
his surgically repaired left knee 
before agreeing to the deal with 
the Jets. 

Trade rumors have been swirl- 
ing for months involving Revis, 
with the Buccaneers thought all 
along to be the most serious suitor. 

Coach Rex Ryan’s Jets also have 
the ninth overall pick in the draft 
that starts Thursday. 

The trade leaves Antonio 
Cromartie as the team’s top cor- 
nerback, a role he flourished in last 
season in Revis’ place, with 2010 
first-rounder Kyle Wilson stepping 
in as the other starter. 

The Jets could also target a cor- 
nerback — perhaps Alabama’s Dee 
Milliner or Florida State’s Xavier 
Rhodes — in the first round. 


For the Bucs, adding Revis 
improves a secondary that already 
includes cornerback Eric Wright 
and safeties Mark Barron and 
recently signed Dashon Goldson 
but finished last in pass defense 
last season.

LiLy TomLin shares her 
passion for elephants 
— and playing moms 

Q&A 

Lily Tomlin is an elephant 
lover and that’s the truth. 
Five years ago, she began 
“advocating” for the pachyderms, 
with the goal of moving elephants 
from confinement at zoos and circuses 
to the PAWS (Performing Animal 
Welfare Society) Elephant Sanctuary 
in California. Now she’s narrating the 
new HBO documentary “An Apology 
to Elephants” (airing tonight), which 
shows how humans have cruelly 
treated the world’s largest land animal. 
We spoke to Tomlin about her passion 
for elephants — and for comedy. 


What’s your impression of elephants? 

They’re just so impressive in their 
size and majesty. And when you see 
footage of them grieving over their 
dead, they’re so aware and sensitive. 
What an elephant endures living in 
captivity became a symbol to me of 
all the suffering we perpetrate. 

The documentary criticizes some 
zoos but praises others. 

I have feelings that elephants shouldn’t 
be in zoos. Probably no animals should, 
but least of all the big ones, and the 
elephant is the biggest. 

If I can change topics — a generation 
ago, were women reluctant to be 
funny? 

I was working at a cabaret review in 
1965 or so, and one of the girls in the 
show — the ingenue — was so boring
